1. IDENTIFIABLE CHARACTERISTICS OF HOLE THROUGH THE SHIRT. 

So much depends on how the backing material (i.e., the flesh) is 
situated behind the cloth. 

2. SAMPLE BEING TAKEN FOR TRACE ANALYSIS. 

The taking of the sample depends entirely on the method to be used 
'for the analysis. Some methods, i.e., x-ray flourescence, might 
not require removal. Most methods in use would require removal of 
a portion of the area of the hole and a control area . An extremely 
careful and thorough man might remove the entire hole if his analyti- 
cal method required this. Of course, good photographic records should 
be obtained prior to this, weighing preservation of the evidence as near 
intact as possible, against the information to be gained from the exami- 
nation, as with all other examinations. 

3. HOLE IN THE TIE IN RELATION TO HOLE IN SHIRT . 

From the indicated position, it would be difficult, but not impossible. 
The main factors would be the exact position of the tie knot, the loose- 
ness of the tie in the area, and the composition of the tie. Free hang- 
ing silk, for instance, can often move out of the path of a bullet.
